METHOD OF PROCEDURRE.

The method of procedure may  be
briefly outlined as follows: If one
wishes to have his land registeved, ap-
plicatlon must be made o the proper
court or officer, setting forth u de-
scription of the land and o statement
of the tille of the applicant. Provision
is made for offieial examination of the
title and notification to adverse claim-
ants and to all the world, by publica-
tlon and other methods, that proceed-
ings are pending for the reglstrution of
the title. If any adverse claims arise,
they are judlcfally disposed of by the
court; and iIf no such claims are assert-
ed within a specified time thd title s
duly registered in the name of the ap-
rllcunt in the county where the land
les. When the title 1s so reglstered,
two certificates are made, the original
being kept on file in the "Register of
Titles," in the proper clerk’s office, and
the owner being given a duplicate cer-
tificate setting forth his title and de-
scribing the land. Thereafter no trans-
fer of the title can be legally made un-
less enflorsed upon the orlginal certifi-
cate in the clerk's office and the owner's
duslloate certificate by the registrar;
and any change of the title, wWhather
voluntary or involuntary, must be lke-
wise so endorsed. In case of a com-
plete transfer of title, the old certificate
must be surrendered and eancelled,
and & new certificate |s issued to the
pwner. In this way the materlal facts
.p&ear upon the face of every certifi-
cite, and no examination of the title |s
required.

After the registraiion, no title can be
acyulred by preseription  or adverse
possession agalnst the land, An owner
of registered land may convey, mort-
gage, lease, change, or otherwise deal
with the same as fully ns it it had not
been registered; bhut no title psses
until duly noted on the certiflonte by
the recorder. As has already been in-
dleated, the owner's duplicate must, In
every case, be presented for notation
of nny change of (itle; and 18 presen-
tation may be compelled in enses of of-
tuchment and other liens or in any case
In which it is withheld, And, ns shown
above, the grantor's duplieate cortifi-
cate must be surrendercd and canceled
upon convevanee or loss of the feo, and
i new certificate s then isfued by ihe
recorder to the new owner.
